Eagleton said 
that the decision bad not been 
easy for him and that thousands 
and thousands of persons had 
urged him to stay on the ticket.

Eagleton 
signed and sent off liis resigna- 
tion letter, which said, in part:

North Vietnam's Foreign Min- 
istry accused the United States 
of ‘■deliberately” bombing resi- 
dential areas or Haiphong, say- 
ing that 4M homes had been de- 
stroyed mid "a great many per- 
sons killed and wounded.” The 
statement, broadcast by the 
Hanoi radio, and monitored in 
Hong Hong, said hundreds of 
tons of demolition and anti-per- 
sonnel bombs were dropped on 
seven residential districts Satur- 
day. Sunday and yesterday. 

The shipyard that was report- 
edly the target of the raid builds 
and repairs shallow-draft vessels, 
which North Vietnam uses to 
unload supplies from Chinese 
freighters anchored offshore to 
avoid U.S. mines. 

Twenty-seven foreign vessels 
remain in Haiphong's channels, 
trapped by the mines planted in 
May. But Uj 3. spokesmen said 
the air strikes had not been near 
these ships. 

Weather Cuts Raids 

Overcast skies reduced US, 
strikes over the North to slightly 
more than 200 , the comma ud said.

Mr. Hunt Im- 
mediately dropped from sight and 
his lawyers became involved In an 
extended court battle to avoid 
testimony before the federal 
grand jury investigating the case. 
The battle was lost and Mr. Hunt 
testified. - 

Official Fired 

Ten days ago, it was revealed 
that a Nixon re-election commit- 
tee official was fired because he 
had refused to answer FBI ques- 
tions about the Incident. The 
official, G. Gordon Liddy. was 
serving as financial counsel to 
the Nixon committee when he 
was dismissed on June 28. 

In the midst of this, former 
Democratic National Chairman 
Lawrence F. O’Brien filed a *1- 
mlllion civil suit against the 
Nixon committee and the five 
suspects, charging that the break- 
in and alleged attempted bugging 
violated the constitutional rights 
of all Democrats. 

Mr. OBrlea charged that there

The administration, meanwhile, 
was still toying with compromise 
language to ward off passage 
of a Vietnam fund cutoff such 
as was tentatively approved on 
a bill last week, which was later 
killed. Zt appeared ready to 
throw Its support to a proposal 
by Sen. George D. Aiken, R., VL 
The Aiken amendment. In ef- 
fect, endorses the President’s 
demand for an internationally 
supervised cease-fire, the release 
of all TTJ5. prisoners of war, and 
an accounting far those missing In 
. action, as preconditions for a 
withdrawal of all U.S. forces 
from Vietnam. 

The Aiken amendment does not 
contain a fund cutoff, but states 
that the withdrawal from Viet- 
nam “shall be accomplished" four 
months after these preconditions 
are met. This is substantially dif- 
ferent from the proposal that 
passed. 49 to 46, on the earlier 
bill, which merely requires release 
of U-S. prisoners without a cease- 
fire: 

In action yesterday, the Senate 
voted new arms credits for Israel; 
Armed Services Commltte Chair- 
man John Stennls. D, Miss., an- 
nounced his endorsement of the 
nuclear arms limit ation treaty 
and interim agreement, and a 
Republican senator who voted for 
a Vietnam fund cutoff last week, 
Alaska's Ted Stevens, hinted he 
may be changing this position. 

McGovern Statement 
In a statement yesterday. Sen. 
McGovern said that if the Sen- 
ate votes the administration's 
full request for military budget 
authority this year, it would be 
that much harder for him as 
president to cut back Pentagon 
spending next year. His aides 
said, however, his amendment 
would not affect current spend- 
ing. which is based on authority 
voted in earlier years. 

Today, in his first major Sen- 
ate speech since his nomination, 
the Democratic candidate said 
the President has “told Congress 
that we Invite inflation by any- 
thing we do to build up our own 
country, to care for our own 
people and to improve the quality 
of life In our own society. 

“. . . That view lias nothing 
to do with reality. We must con- 
sider the real sources of infla- 
tion.” 

He said it “comes from the 
reckless war in Indochina. It 
comes from the bombs, the bul- 
lets, the planes and missiles 
which we have piled up beyond 
anv rational need. 

"And If we accept the $100- 
billion arms obligation represent- 
ed here, we will be adopting a 
program of guaranteed ruinous 
inflation for years to come" 

He got the sioo-billion figure 
from Independent studies of 
defense spending, cited in his 
half-liour speech to a nearly 
empty Senate chamber. 

Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton, who 
resigned today as Sen. Mc- 
Govern's running mate on th? 
Democratic ticket, supported the 
nominee's amendment in a speech 
charging th3t the President was 
pursuing “blind escalation of the 
arms race" In h:s defense budge:. 
Mr. Nixon's proposed hastening 
of the development of the big 
Trident submarine-missile pro- 
gram. Sen. Eagleton said, was “an 
obvious effort to stall an econ- 
omic recession until after the 
election."

LfL, Aug. 1 
f API. — Gov. Edwin Edwards to- 
day appointed his wife, Elaine, 
to complete the unexpired term 
of U.S. Sen. Allen J. Ellender, 
who died Thursday. 

Gov. Edwards said that ha 
wanted “to use this appointment 
as an opportunity m make a 
meaningful, symbolic gesture to 
the women of Louisiana, who 
have for too long been under- 
represented In the halls of Con- 
gress." 

Sen. Ellender. a veteran Demo- 
crat and president pro tempore 
of the Senate, was campaigning 
for re-election when he died. 

Gov. Edwards said that a key 
factor hi the his decision is 
that “the appointee must be 
willing to resign following the 
election of Sen. Ellender 's suc- 
cessor. so that the elected sena- 
tor may be appointed by me to 
fill the unexplred term.-" 

In this wav. he said, the newlv- 
elected senator would be able 
to take advantage of seniority 
over other freshmen senators tak- 
ing office after Jan. 4. 

Gov. Edwards said that he 
had considered. In making the 
appointment, such things as his 
wife's familiarity with Congress, 
as well as the needs and wishes 
of Louisiana citizens. 

Mrs. Edwards and the rest of 
the Edwards family were seated 
In the press conference room 
when the governor made the 
announcement 

She becomes the second "roman 
member of the Senate, joining 
Margaret Chare Smith of Maine. 

Mrs. Edwards. 42. said that site 
was excited about the appoint- 


ment but had no misgivings 
about her role. 

“I am no U.S. senator," she 
said, "but, with the help of Sen. 
Russell Long and the 
congressional delegation, I will 
get along fine." 

Mrs. Edwards said that she 
had some knowledge of Congress 
in aiding her husband In social 
security and farm cases. 

Gov. Edwards denied reports 
that he had appointed his wife 
because she was the only per- 
son he could trust to resign 
after the election of a new 
senator.

WASHINGTON, Aug. Z (Reuters) .—President Nixon is 
leading Sta George McGovern In the presidential race by 
58 percent tu 37 percent after making big gains among Roman 
Catholics and union members, according to the latest Gallup 
Poll. 

The poll, taken after the Democratic National Con- 
vention last month, but before the furor surrounding Sen. 
Thomas Eagleton, Showed President Nixon with a 15-point 
lead among Catholics, up frem 4 points before the con- 
vention, and a 10 -point lead among union members, com- 
pared to a deficit at 4 points previously.

Frt«m a 15-percent deficit, he was only 2 points 
behind among voters aged between 18 and 29.

Its case against Arthur Herman 
Bremer today with testimony 
from an experienced cr imin al 
psychiatrist that while Bremer 
was “mixed up,” he was legally 
sane when . Alabama Gov. George 
C. Wallace and three other per- 
sons were wounded on May 15 at 
a Laurel, MdL, shopping center. 

“I formed an opinion that he 
was suffering from a mental 
disorder, that he was a schizoid 
personality with some paranoid 
u pri psychopathic features,” said 
Dr. Jonas Rappeport, the chief 
psychiatrist for Baltimore’s courts. 

*T believe this disorder did not 
impair his ability to appreciate 
the criminality of his act or to 
conform his act to the law. Dr. 
Bappeport said, testifying m the 
language of the legal definition 
of sanity in Maryland. 

Dr. Rappeport whs one ot 
two prosecution psychiatrists who 
told the jury that they had ex- 
amined the 21-year-old suspect 
and considered him legally re- 
sponsible for the shooting which 
left Gov. Wallace partially para- 

ly Their testimony was given, after 
Dr. Shelia Halter Gray, a defense 
psychiatrist, said, in the absence 
of the Jury, that she had examin- 
ed Bremer and found him to be 
a schizophrenic — a more serious 
disorder than schizoid personality 
—a nd considered him legally to- 
«wn.» at the time of the attempt- 
ed assassination. 

The psychiatric t e stimony from 
the prosecution witnesses depict- 
ed Bremer as a lonely, distrust- 
ful, fearful person, afraid to 
relate to others and a young man 
who at one point in his life con- 
sidered killing a large number of 
persons in Milwaukee and then 
committing suicide. 

Tests on Gun 

Earlier, an FBI technician 
testified that he could not prove 
by laboratory tests that bullets 
had been fired from the gun 
found near where Gov. Wallace 
was wounded. 

The technician, Robert a. rra- 
aier, also said that paraffin tests 
made on Bremer had not con- 
clusively shown that he had fired 
a gun the day Gov. Wallace was

—A tlirce- judge panel of the US. 
District Court here ruled yester- 
day that the Hatch Act's prohi- 
bitions cn political activity by 
federal Civil Service employees 
are so vague and broad that they 

arc unconstitutional. 

By a two- to -one vote, the panel 
ordered that the Civil Service 
Commission be enjoined from 
enforcing the 23-year-old act. The 
court stayed that injunction, 
however, until the Supreme Court 
has a chance » decide the is- 
sue. 

Is was not clear whether the 
Civil Service Commission would 
continue to enforce the act. A 
spokesman lor the commission 
said that its lawyers &tm were 
analyzing the decision. Similarly 

a Justice Department spokesman 
said that government lawyers had 
not decided whether to appeal 
the case to the Supreme Court. 

The suit against the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission was brought by 
the National Association o£ Let- 
ter Carriers, six local Democratic 
and Republican committees and 
six federal employees as a das 
action on behalf of all federal and 
state employees covered by the 
Hatch Act. 

Rules for Employees 
The court held that the politi- 
cal committees had not shown 
that they adequately represented 
state employees and. therefore, 
limited its ruling to federal em- 
ployees. . 

In his opinion for the court, 
Judge Gerhard A Gcsell took note 
of a 1947 decision by the 
Suoreme Court. United Public 
Workers v. Mitchell, which up- 
held the act but contended that 
the present case was different. 

Declaring that this case “focuses 
not on the merits of the objec- 
tive of the Hatch Act, but on 
the manner in which Congress 
defined the conduct it purported 
to prohibit." the judge held the 
congressional definition “ambigu- 
ous and unsatisfactory."

Germany Jailing 
2 Czechs 7 Years 
For Air Hijack 

NUREMBERG. Aug. 1 (API . — 
Two Czechoslovak miners were 
sentenced to seven years’ impris- 
onment each yesterday for hijack- 
ing a Czechoslovak airliner from 
Prague to Nuremberg April 18. 

During the hijack, Karel Dolc- 
zel.

The trial had been suspended 
for 10 days on a defense motion 
asking the court to summon wit- 
nesses from Czechoslovakia to 
testify that Dolezel was an active 
member of the anti-commumst 
underground and was forced to 
flee the country.

Two men who also took 
pari in the hijacking were killed 
aboard the plane after it landed. 

Conviction on any three of the 
four charges against both women 
carries a maximum penalty of 
death. They were charged under 
the British-drafted 1945 emer- 
gency regulations. 

Both Seen Aboard 

A prosecution witness testified _ 
that he saw both women aboard 
the plane. One carried a grenade 
and the other held wires con- 
nected to a box thought to con- 
tain explosives, he said. 

Miss Issa, who entered the 
courtroom handcuffed but smiling 
for photographers, said that she 
was not guilty of planting a bomb, 
as charged, “although I had it 
in my possession during the flight. 

“I was forced to carry it.” she 
said. ‘T was a member of the 
organization [Fatah], but I didn't 
do it of my own free will. They 
kidnapped me. 4 

She spoke In Arabic, and her 
remarks were translated into 
Hebrew. 

“1 am not guilty, but I’m ready 
to explain my stand and my situ- 
ation.” Miss Issa, who was bora 
in Amman, said. 

The prosecution witness was 
Yitzhak Mlzraclii, an Israeli 
diamond cutter who was one of 
the 91 passengers aboard the 
Boeing-707. 

Mr. Mlzraclii said that the four 
Iiijackers threatened to blow up 
the aircraft with all aboard unless 
their demands were met. 

They demanded the release or 
100 Arab guerrillas held in Israeli 
jails. 

Italian Papers 
End Dispute With. 
Printers’ Unions 

ROME. Aug. 1 (AP).— Italian 
newspapers reached agreement to- 
day with their typographical 
unions, ending a dispute that had 
closed the papers three days a 
week for the last six weeks. 

The dispute erupted June 23 
when the publishers canceled 
Monday morning editions because 
of the high cost of differential 
pay for Sunday work. They said 
it had reached an “unbearable 
level’' of approximately tliree 
days’ pay. 

In retaliation, the printers, and 
on several occasions, journalists, 
struck Sunday morning editions, 
and on at least one other day a 
week. 

The agreement, signed by the 
Italian Newspapers Publishers’ 
Association and the three typo- 
graphical unions, sealed down 
Sunday pay to the level original- 
ly offered by the publishers— an 
80 percent differential 

However, it also provided for 
an annual “indemnity” bonus to 
the printers equal to half of what 
they will lose as a result of the 
lower differential The "indem- 
nity" will be computed now and 
remain constant in future years. 
It also will apply only to past 
employees, not those hired, in 
future.

MOSCOW, Aug. 1.— Secretary 
of Commerce Peter G. Peterson 
said today a top-level derision 
will be necessary to end the dead- 
lock on major issues hogging down 
a Soviet- American trade agree- 
ment. 

At a hews conference- several 
hours before leaving Moscow for 
Poland after a 12- day negotiating 
visit here, Mr. Peterson reported 
that Communist party leader 
Leonid L Brezhnev is pressing 
for concrete steps to expand 
trade. 

From a three-hour meeting 
with Mr.*Brezhnev in the Crimean 
resort of Oreanda on Sunday, 
Mr. Peterson said, he gained the 
impression the Soviet leader 
“wants to move on with concrete 
steps— which is a word he used 
frequently— and long steps." 

But after what he termed, "in- 
tensive bargaining, tough bar- 
gaining,” the American commerce 
secretary said only that there 
was “a pretty good chance” of 
achieving a comprehensive trade 
agreement by year’s end. “But if 
we're going to achieve that.’’ he 
cautioned, “we've got a lot of 
work tf> do.” 

Closer on War Debt 

Major progress, he said, has 
been made toward a maritime 
agreement, and the two sides are 
“somewhat closer together” on 
the tough issue of the outstanding 
Soviet World War n debt to the 
United States for Lend-Lease aid. 
But he indicated that differences 
in all fields remain and that joint 
working groups will be meeting 
in the weeks ahead. 

In response to questions, Mr. 
Peterson lent support to the no- 
tion that the White House regards 
such trade concessions as credits 
and equal tariff treatment for 
Moscow as inducements for the 
Russians to use their influence to 
achieve a Vietnam settlement be- 
fore the November elections. 

‘There is a relationship be- 
tween economics and politics,” 
Mr. Peterson acknowledged. “The 


more favorable the political en- 
vironment, the more political ten- 
sion is reduced around' the world, 
given the kind of system we have 
in the United States, the more 
likely I think that the American 
public; the Congress and others 
Will support the concept of ex- 
panded trade." 

But he said the issue of Viet- 
nam did not come up in his talks 
with Mr. Brezhnev. Nixon ad- 
ministration officials have' been 
careful not to link trade conces- 
sions directly to Soviet influence 
with Hanoi although, highly 
■placed Soviet officials say they 
believe Washing ton is trying to 
use such linkage. 

Before his departure, Mr. Pe- 
terson and Nikolai S. Patolichev, 
the Soviet foreign trade minister, 
signed a protocol outlining the 
objectives and procedures of the 


Joint Soviet- American Trade 
Commission, which held its first 
meeting here aver the last 10 
days. The two ministers alternat- 
ed as chairman at its plenary 
sessions. 

Soviet officials put out a 
statement today, in- place of 
a final communique, saying there 
would be another commission 
meeting in Washington “hi the 
fair when a. final effort. lo reach.: 
a trade agreement will be made. 
Mr. Peterson said at his news 
conference in the American Em- 
bassy that the timing will depend 
on the progress of working groups 
in the interim. 

Mr. Peterson said a solution of 
the Lend-Lease debt problem is 
central for achievement of an 
overall trade agreement. He de- 
clined to spell out remaining dif- 
ferences on this issue.

Czech Professor Sentenced 
To 6b Years for Subversion 
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PRAGUE, Aug. I (Reuters).— 
.Prof. Milan Huebl. former rector 
of the Czechoslovak Communist 
party's school was sentenced to- 
day to six and a half years in 
prison on charges of subversion. 

Karel Kyncl a liberal tele- 
vision commentator, was sentenc- 
ed to 20 months, and Karel 
Bartosek, a historian, received a 
suspended sentence of a year. 

During today’s proceedings 
Prof. Jaroslav Sabata, a former 
Brno Communist party chief, 
refused * to testify when called as 
a witness in the trial of his 
three fellow liberals, courtroom 
sources said. 

Prof. Sabata, who is himself 
due to stand trial for subversion 
in Brno in the next few days, 
declared that the proceedings 
were unconstitutional and declin- 
ed to give evidence. 

All the defendants are accused 
of producing and spreading illegal 


pamphlets inciting against Czech- 
oslovakia's socialist state system. 

Mr. Kyncl and Mr. Bartosek 
had faced sentences up. to five 
years. Prof. Huebl has been 
charged under a more serious sub- ' 
version paragraph of the penal 
code and could have gone- to Jafl j 
for as much as 10 years. 

The public, including Western 
journalists, was excluded from 
the trial, and only a few close 
relatives were allowed is the 
courtroom. • 

Prof. Huebl, who was once a 
member of the Communist party's 
Central Committee and a dote 
friend of party leader Gustav 
Husak, was charged, among other 
thing *, with having contacts 
with Jiri Pelikan, the. liberal 
former head' of Czechoslovak 
television. 

Mr. Pelikan now lives in Rome 
and edits an emigre Czech jour- 
nal called Listy. 
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The Week Tliat Really Was 


“This," said Sen. Eagleton arter he and 
Sen. McGovern announced that the man 
Irom Missouri was withdrawing from the 
Democratic national ticket, “was the week 
that really was." He was right. The Impact 
of his history of mental troubles upon Amer- 
ican politics was profound for the immediate 
future and quite likely to have long-range 
implications. 

Sen. McGovern's decision to seek a new 
partner for the campaign. In which Sen. 
Eagleton acquiesced — but not without initial 
reluctance — was probably correct. Whatever 
the current or probable future health of Sen. 
Eagleton, his past problems raise enough 
legitimate doubts to make any practical 
politician recognize that they could be deci- 
sive In a close election. And it Is obvious 
that Sen. McGovern cannot afford to take 
any risks. Indeed, the question now Is 
whether serious damage has not already been 
done. 

Sen. McGovern’s staff quite obviously did 
not make anything like an adequate study 
of vice- presidential candidates before Sen. 
Eagleton was selected, and he did not inform 
them, or Sen. McGovern. The latter was too 
strong In his initial support of his choice and 
thus had to backtrack when the decision was 
made to change It. The first public reaction 
against the Eagleton candidacy was strong: 
It began to change, and to rally to Sen. 
Eagleton, lust before he renounced his place 
on the ticket finally. The selection of a new 
running mate for Sen. McGovern, through 
the Democratic National Committee, is 
Imposing a task new In American politics 


on a group that Is itself In the process of 
adjusting to structural change. 

All of this constitutes a heavy burden on 
Sen. McGovern and the Democratic party in 
a race for which it Is already handicapped 
by a number of factors, including the always 
difficult task of running against an Incum- 
bent PresdenL. Moreover, it Is a burden that 
is fundamentally Irrelevant to the issues at 
stake. Sen. McGovern made this point In 
announcing the withdrawal of Sen. Eagleton. 
It can be argued that the errors of the Mc- 
Govern entourage and his own last-minute 
selection of a vlce-presldentlal candidate 
showed a lack of care and forethought that 
Is relevant In a presidential campaign. But 
this, unfortunately, has been typical of all 
too many ticket-making operations. 

The vice-presidency is no longer the big 
political joke it once was, the joke that was 
Incorporated into the musical comedy "Of 
Thee I Sing” and made “Throfctlebottom” a 
name that is better known than those of 
most real vlce-presldentlal candidates down 
through the years. It Is now well known that 
accidents can happen to the president— four 
vice-presidents have taken office in this 
century on the death of their presidents; It 
is highly probable that President Wilson was 
so seriously incapacitated in office that he 
should have been superseded, and Mr. Nixon 
formally filled in for President Elsenhower 
during two Illnesses. Vice -presidential 
nominees are closely scrutinized by the elec- 
torate. Shouldn’t they he given at least as 
much consideration by the heads of the 
ticket and the parties In convention? Per- 
haps after this fiasco, they will be. 


Pacific Quadrilateral 


The future peace and stability of East 
Asia depend essentially an an accommodation 
among the four major powers whose inter- 
ests Intersect in the Western Pacific: Japan, 
China, the Soviet Union and the United 
States. Nothing would he more disastrous 
than an attempt by Japan to play off the 
other three against each other — or Japanese 
suspicion that the others are trying to make 
a deal at the expense of Japan, as occurred 
after President Nixon's surprise announce- 
ment of secret negotiations with Peking. 

Japan’s vigorous new Premier, Kakuei 
Tanaka, has given encouraging signs of 
sharing this viewpoint both in his recent 
remarks and, even more, in arranging a 
meeting Aug. 31 with President Nixon before 
launching Into negotiations with China and 
Russia. He is also wisely seeking a consensus 
not only within his divided Liberal Demo- 
cratic party but with opposition leaders 
before accepting Premier Chou En-lai's Invi- 
tation to visit Peking. There will be, he said 
last week, no "mlklri hassha," or train 
departure without all the passengers aboard. 

Mr. Tanaka has moved quickly, as well, to 
defuse the dangerous economic argument 
with the United States that has been under 
way for more than a year. While announc- 
ing his determination not to further upvalue 
the yen, he has courageously told his coun- 
trymen that Japan must take other meas- 
ures to reduce Its trade surplus with the 


United States, which exceeded $3 billion In 
the year ended March 31. 

Toward China, Mr. Tanaka has a double 
problem. He wants to maintain Japan's 
profitable exports to Taiwan, which are 
larger than those to mainland China, while 
moving toward diplomatic relations with 
Peking. And he does not want to get too 
far out of step with the United States In 
policy toward the two Chinas. Arriving at a 
formula of this kind with Peking may not 
prove easy. 

Much depends on Peking’s objectives. For 
a long time. Communist China appeared 
Intent on dividing the United States and 
Japan and obtaining an American military 
withdrawal from Asia. But more recently 
there appears to have been some recognition 
In China that the American security treaty 
with Japan, long anathema to Peking, 
restrains the tendencies toward remilitariza- 
tion and nuclearization that Peking claims 
to see In Tokyo. 

Pending an Improvement In Stno-Sovlet 
relations, four-power arrangements for sta- 
bility and security In East Asia are unlikely. 
Bilateral negotiations probably will continue 
to predominate. For both Japan and the 
United States, the most vital Pacific rela- 
tionship is their own partnership. The 
Nixon -Tan aka summit meeting next month 
should help to restore the mutual trust and 
understanding that are essential for effec- 
tive cooperation.

The Sudanese Defection 


Although President Sadat of Egypt continues 
to castigate the United States despite his 
dramatic loosening of ties with the Soviet 
Union, his efforts to forge a united Arab 
front against Washington suffered a further 
setback last week. Sudan's decision to restore 
diplomatic ties with the United States 
marked the second defection in a month — 
Yemen was the first — from the ranks of Arab 
states that broke relations with the United 
States during the 1967 Arab- Israeli war. 

President Gaafar Numelrt’s action does not 
necessarily mean that he sees eye-to-eye 
with the Nixon administration on the Arab- 
Israeii Issue. Rather, it demonstrates that 
the Sudanese have other interests which they 


are not prepared to subordinate indefinitely 
to the hopeless cause of endless confronta- 
tion with Israel. The reopening of a diplo- 
matic dialogue with the United States Is a 
pragmatic expression of Mr. Numelri’s 
determination to advance those larger inter- 
ests and of the nonalignment he reasserted 
after his own disillusionment with the Rus- 
sians one year ago. 

President Sadat could serve Egypt’s wider 
Interests, Including a settlement with 
Israel, more effectively if he, too, would sub- 
stitute discussion for vituperation through 
an exchange of ambassadors with Wash- 
ington.

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A Gentle Breeze From China 


nABZS.— Tha interesting thing 
* about Chairman Mao Tsc- 
tung’s recent conversation with 
French Foreign Minister Maurice 
Schumann was not the Chinese 
leader’s open disclosure that Lin 
Piao, once his designated suc- 
cessor, had mounted a conspiracy 
against him, had unsuccessfully 
attempted to flee to Moscow and 
was therefore considered a traitor. 
This information, which has 
been trickling out in bits and 
pieces almost since Lin's plane 
crashed mysteriously In outer 
Mongolia last September, has 
now been confirmed not only 
to Schumann but painstakingly 
to the world at large. What 
really Is mope significant than 
the act of placing an official 
tombstone on a dramatic event 
in recent Chinese history is the 
indication Mao gave the French 
minister concerning the future. 

To begin with, the chairman 
placed the weight of his authority 
behind the course of moderation 
la foreign policy now being fixed 
by Premier Chou En-lai. who Is 
plainly at the administrative helm 
and may thus be said to have 
wan the war of the Chinese suc- 
cession that was involved in Lin 
Plao's plot. 

More Reasonable 
Mao showed himself astonish- 
ingly restrained concerning gov- 
ernmental — as distinguished from 
ideological— policy. Be implied 
approval that Western Europe 
was continuing to organize along 
the path of extended unity. He 
indicated more reasonable views 
on the Middle East than the 
West had suspected. 

Furthermore, and possibly as 
a consequence of President Nixon's 
Peking visit, Mao hinted at a more 
moderate view on the Vietnam 
war than that enunciated by 
France itself since the famous 
speech given by President de 
Gaulle in Phnom Penh in Sep- 
tember, 1966, a speech that has 
served as a guideline for French 
policy on this question ever since. 

Finally, Mao expressed sorrow 
that De Gaulle had died before 
he was able to come to China. 
The Innuendo conveyed to Paris 
is that President Pompidou should 
make the journey instead and 
one may be sure that prospects 
of such a voyage are now being 
examined. 

The unexpectedly low key of 
Maoist observations concern!' g 
the Middle East and Vietnam 
are not without possible im- 
portance in analysing future 
French policy. Although dif- 
ferences between Washington and 
Paris on both subjects have nar- 
rowed somewhat, at least in their 
expression, a wide gap remains. 

Now, it Is not to be excluded 
that France may deem it op- 
portune to play a more positive 
role in peacemaking endeavors 
between the Arabs and Israel, 
possibly giving fresh encourage- 
ment to the Jarring mission In 
its shuttle missions among 
Middle East capitals. 

There had already been a sus- 
picion of easement in Park's 
bleak hostility toward Israel, be- 
fore the Schumann Peking trip. 
It is conceivable further hints 
of this softening may devdop, 
even without changes in the sub- 
stance of fundamental policy.

VALIA, DS5S-— A pessimistic 
-L Russian intellectral was ask- 
ed recently what ordinary Soviet 
citizens thought about Egypt's 
expulsion of Soviet military ad- 
visers. '"They think just what 
they’re told to think." was the 
despairing reply— "that the ad- 
visers' mission was successfully 
completed, so they’re c omi ng 
home." 

It's not unusual to hear such 
cynicism from disaffected intel- 
lectuals in this country, and per- 
haps it Isn't entirely unjustified. 
By Western standards the great 
Russian narod — the masses— do 
seem passive and intellectually 
inert. But a number of recent 
conversations with vacationing 
R ussia ns , all of them relatively 
educated, suggests that ordinary 
people here are capable of lively 
conversation and occasional skep- 
tical opinions. 

Those opinions don't emerge 
quickly in talks with foreigners, 
who are often treated with great 
reserve— if not hostile suspicion — 
in this vast land. An engineer 
from Leningrad, fra: Instance, 
seemed more comfortable discuss- 
ing American presidents than the 
leaders of his own country. 

But after a long talk about the 
relative popularity of Roosevelt, 
Kennedy, Johnson and Nixon, this 
citizen was willing to answer a 
question about Brezhnev, Khrush- 
chev, Stalin T^»nta, at least 
partially. The engineer was egged 
on by a travelling companion in 
his train compartment, a Red 
Army officer stationed in East 
Germany. 

An Accident 

Khrushchev, they both agreed, 
was the country’s leader “by acci- 
dent.” He would have made a 
good factory manager, said the 
engineer. 

"No” said the officer, "a good 
Tcotithoz manager,” laughing at 
his own. wit. A kolkhoz, ar col- 
lective farm, is a symbol of the 
country bumpkin for city dwellers 
here. 

What about Stalin? “He should 
be seen two ways,” answered the 
engineer, “as Stalin himself and 
as a leader of the leaders of the 
country.” In thtu second role, he 
continued, Stalin had erred. He 
had trusted his coDeagtaes too far, 
and “many dark things were done 
in his name." Bob Stalin himself 
was a great man.

“Lenin may have made mistakes 
too."

TJELGRADE. — Communist ideas 
- 1 -* did not spring forth from the 
working class. Doctrinaires and 
political movements put them 
there instead. Marx and Lenin 
were aware of the difference be- 
tween Communist theory and the 
working-class movement. The ad- 
vantage of Marx and Lenin over 
other theoreticians and Com- 
munist leaders is that for them 
the revolution and the new society 
provide the link between their 
“Scientific" views and the work- 
ing class, that Is, the labor move- 
ment 

According to Marx and Lenin 
and the Communists, any move- 
ment and any class activity not 
Inspired and led by their “science” 
not only is not revolutionary and 
not socialist, but logically is not 
even of the working class. This 
claim broadened the base of the 
revolution and, more important, 
strengthened the convictions of 
the revolutionaries. 

For tht; reason Communists, 
decplte their best intentions, can- 
not look upon the working class 
and its interests and conditions 
in any other way except in rela- 
tion to the revolution, or— after 
victory— In relation to power. 
Depending on the times and the 
conditions, the influence of Com- 
munists over the working class 
has been stronger or weaker. But 
a complete linking of Communist 
ideology with the working claim 
has never occurred. Moreover, as 
Communist rule continues, that Is, 
as industrialization progresses, the 

gap between Ideology and class 
increases and ultimately reveals 
Itself to be unbridgeable. 

The Origin 

The origin of that difference is 
to be found in the ideology Itself: 
just as Hegel’s Absolute Spirit was 
destined to prevail in the world, 
fn the same way the “laws of 
history” destine Marx's proletariat 
to destroy capitalism and to con- 
struct the “perfect" — classless- 
society. However, the life and 
the aspirations of the working 
class, like those of every other 
social stratum, developed without 
regard for and even contrary to 
the “historical mission” which 
the Ideologists and revolutionaries 
had assigned to the working class. 

However, Marx's theories about 
the working class as gravediggers 
of the class society and builders 
of the classless society are neither 
superficial nor fantastic.

In Marx’s time classes, especial- 
ly in Britain which he studied 
the most carefully, were clearly 
distinct arid in opposition to pw cu 
other. That was the epoch of 
scientific technology and of the 
bourgeoisie, but also of bitter class 
conflict. Here and there in Eu- 
rope the proletarian masses, ex- 
ploited and deprived, of tbntr 
rights, burst out In rebellion. 
There also grew up various phil- 
anthropic and reformist doctrines 
about equality and absolute free- 
dom. Marx, however, understood 
the inevitability of the industrial 
transformation of humanity, 
it was only thereby that the 
working class — the most im- 
portant human factor of that 
transformation. — acquired crucial 
social signifi cance. Workers need 
neither mercy nor understanding: 
their very role in production 
make s workers powerful and or- 
ganized to obtain their righto. 

Right, Wrong 

Developments - thus far have 
proved Marx correct in that 
respect and have affirmed that 
he is the most profound and far- 
reaching prophet of modern 
times. The development of Eu- 
rope best confirms the validity 
of Marx’s analysis and his 
specific predictions. In Europe 
at the end of the nineteenth and 
the beginning of the twentieth 
century was to occur a joining 
together of Communist ideology 
and labor movements such as 
was never seen before or rfnep . 

But Marx was wrong when ha 
predicted ever greater impover- 
ishment of the working class to 
industrial countries and, follow- 
ing from, that, the inevitability 
of the proletarian revolution. 
Revolutions took place not to in- 
dustrial countries but in countries 
which were not able to industrial- 
ize without first violently destroy- 
ing the old order. The working 
class to such countries was too 
weak; the revolution was 
ttw work of professional' revolu- 
tionaries and of the Impoverished 
and nation a ll y oppressed peasant- 
ry (soldiers). Such revolutions 
were ideologically "proletarian,” 
but not socially. 

The greatness of Lenin is th at 
he makes up for the “weakness" 
and mack of consciousness” of the 
class with the avant-garde, the 
ideological party. In that way 
he discovered the means to revo- 
lution and to new power— means 


which Marx had conceived but 
was unable to develop in a liberal 
and Industrial Europe. 

The working class accepts the 
new revolutionary authority and 
the new property relations since 
they regulate working conditions 
and assure basic racpsgj tire But 
this does sot abolish the incom- 
patibility between the . working 
class and the Ideological party as 
the wielder of power. Lenin was 
to insist upon the initiatory rale 
of the Soviet and iiprm strength- 
ening the workers within them 
But he was quick to free himself 
from the iwnrfwi that a pJabb or 
a mass can exercise power direct- 
ly. TO take the "leading role" in 
power and in society, he had at 
his dlgjpsal the party Which had 
carried out the revolution. He 
was to rely upon it most of all.' 

The incompatibility between the 
Communists and the working 
class is evident to the revolution 
as well as in the victory: the 
Communists attack an nnn-Com- 
munlst socialist and labor ac- 
tivities as "alien" and thereby 
separate themselves from the. 
class and set themselves above it. 

But this is stm the id ealist ic, 
bfitolc phase of- Commmilan. 
Communists are fTghtijng pnfl 
dying in the belief that they are 
the only authentic representatives 
of the class and its “historic mis- 
sion.” If they die, they are dying 
for the faith; victory win be theirs 
alone.

pARIS, AUg. 1 (TBT).— "13M 
Fou M is a lively, miniature 
spectacle that Vincent Kaldor 
has mounted at Le Petit Casino, 
a cafe»t beater at 17 Rue Chapon. 

Its title suggests cancan danc- 
ing alternating with singing 
waiters. But this tiny show is 
not at all like that. Instead, 
employing the more stinging 
songs and skits of the century's 
turn, it is a capsule history of 
racial criticism, a contemptuous 
cartoon of a vanished civilization, 
a peep at the ugly machinery at 
work behind the gorgeous facade 
of an era generally remembered 
with nostalgia- 

In 1900 France waa split in 
two by the Dreyfus ease. Church 
and state were about to be 
divided by the wave of anti- 
clericalism that swept the land 
in the early 1900s, largely as a 
result of Dreyfus. Servants were 
still slaves, the working class 
was struggling to liberate itself 
by a series of bloodstained 
strikes, and underground the 
anarchists were gnawing at the 
pillars of society. 

In "1900 Foil" done with the 
light cabaret touch, we have a 
glimpse of the behind-the- 
scenes activities of the Third 
Republic at Its gaudy zenith: the 
Panama Canal s c andal, the traf- 
fic in official honors, the jingoism 
of colonialism. Life was not 
all post-impressionist landscapes, 
novels by Anatole France, verse 
dramas by Rostand. Rodin 
sculpture, Debussy music and 
drawing-room comedies by Call- 
lavefc and Piers and Sarah 
Bernhardt. 

A costumed quartet— Mireille 
Abadie, Jean-PhOlppe An cell c, 
Pierre Fabien and Marie-France 
Pigeau — perform the Kaldor 
findings with zest.

T ATE in life Sigmund Freud 
wrote that his achievement 
“was lass the result of Intellect 
than of character.” Today the 
ward “character” has an old- 
fashioned ring to It And In 
Am pHra. we have been told again 
and again— by "Freudian revMon- 
lsts" and “existentialists,” by Her- 
bert Marcuse «nd Norman O. 
Brown, by California optimists, 
by feminists that- Freud Is old 
hat. that “orthodox” psycho- 
analysis is hopelessly Victorian. 
To tulle about character is . a 
downer. Vet Freud's description of 
his character was hardly dun, 
pallid ffl uptight: "I am 
actually not at all a man of 
science” ha wrote at 43 after the 
publication of “The Interpreta- 
tion of Dreams,” “not an observer, 
not an experimenter, not a think- 
er. I pm by temperament washing 
but a conquistador, an adven- 
turer... .with all the inquisitive- 
ness, da rin g tenacity char- 
acteristic of such a man.” 

This may seem grandiose but it 
Is profoundly true. Freud's char- 
acter was heroic. His life must be 
seen as a series of terrific battiest 
with himself, to develop out of his 
own experience the basic concepts 
of psychoanalysis; with the scien- 
tific establishment, to win ac- 
ceptance of his new science; with 
his colleagues and disciples who 
so often split from him; with his 
own ideas and formulations, 
which he revised again and again, 
and finally with cancer of the 
mouth and Jaw, a battle that 
lasted from 1923 when he was 67 
until his death In 1939 at 83. 

In these last 16 years Freud 
su s t aine d no than 33 surgical 
operations; he lived in constant 
pain & in fffist pflH g p fcwthft fctc 

device worn in his mouth to 
separate his oral and nasal cavi- 
ties. Through it all he refused any 
sedative that might Impair his 
thinking (be took only aKpir lnl 
and continued to see patients and 
write some of his greatest, , most 
radically original books and es- 
says. When the Nazis marched 
into Vienna In 1938, he moved to 
London and continued working 
there. 

A major witness of Freud's last 
11 years was his personal physi- 
cian, Max Schur, 40 years his 
Junior. Schur had been under 
Freud's "spell” (as he called it) 
ever since he'd heard the famous 
introductory lectures on psycho- 
analysis in Vienna In 1915. Af tpr 
Read's death, Schur became a 
psychoanalyst himself and prac- 
ticed both specialties with distinc- 
tion in New York until his own 
death at 72 in 1969. For years he 
resisted those who urged him to 
write his memoirs of Fkeud, but 
In 1954 he felt obliged to con- 
tribute a draft of what he thought 
would be the last, chapter of Er- 
nest Jones's magnificent “The Life 
and Work ’ of Sigmund Ekeud." 
Jones used only port of Schur’s 
material, however, and - Schur 
came to disagree with some of 
Jones’s Interpretations. 

Little by little Schur realized ha 
had to write his own book. And 
so he began a study that would

Yet Schur’s book is a great, 
appointment. It Is marred bji • 
underlying passivity, the awri 
the young man before the gs 
master.

" as assembled it. He doesn't b 
hfg own memoir more "It 
400 pages have gone by, and il 
memorialist he doesn't convex j 
moving or enlightening wayslf i 
own experience of Freud an, 
man. His powers as an anecdqj 
are negligible. He hasn't the [I 
of writin g for a general. educrt:“ 
audience: Hie leaves out cru , 
transitions and background ! - 
formation, he falls to emphaj 
nnri structure hfec arguments. I 
This is sad, for it seems d- 
that Schur was a good man i 
a devoted doctor. But "Fref 
Living and Dying” cannot ben 
by many— as intended— as a cr 
plemenfe to Jooesk "life ft 
Work”; it can function as s 
only far scholars.

Bedford Question 

LONDON. Aug. 1 (Reuters?.— 
Dave Bedford of Britain, one of 
the favorites lor the 5.000 and 
JO.OOO-meter titles ar the Olym- 
pic Games, laces a possible in- 
vestigation by the International 
Olympic Committee over his eli- 
gibility for the Games. 

A controvert arose today after 
an article on Bedford appeared 
in a London newspaper. The Sun. 
The newspaper used Bedford's 
name and picture for advertising 
on television and posters. 

Bedford. 22. could now face an 
eligibility probe under rules of 
both the IOC and the Interna- 
tional Amateur Athletic Federa- 
tion. 

Rule 26 of the IOC states that 
an athlete “must not directly or 
indirectly have allowed his name, 
his photo or his sports perfor- 
mance to be used individually for 
advertising purposes.” 

Rule 53 of the IAAF says that 
an athlete is ineligible to com- 
pete in international events if he 
“allows his name or his picture, 
whether static or moving, to be 
used directly or indirectly to ad- 
vertise any merchandise." 

Commenting on the advertise- 
ments, John Holt, e-vecutlve direc- 
tor of the IAAF. said today: “The 
eligibility committee of the IOC 
are very active at the present 
time, and it is quite possible that 
they will want to know something 
about this.” 

Bedford, the European 5.000 
and 10.000-meter record holder, 
is at present having altitude 
training for the Olympics at Font 
Borneo, France, and may be un- 
aware that his name was being 
used to advertise the newspaper 
article, in which case, under the 
rules, his status would not be 
imperiled. 

Arthur Gold, secretary of the 
British Amateur Athletic Board, 
said: “It is very unlikely that 
he had any knowledge of this 
advertising. I am not worried 
about the position, but I would 
be concerned it he became in- 
volved in any Inquiry which 
would disturb his concentration 
on training.”

Some aquatic cognoscenti figure 
that Hall could win up to five 
gold medals, but the swimmer 
modestly said this week: *1 hope 
to celebrate my 21et birthday by 
just making the United Stales 
team. There'll be time later to 
think about the medals.” 

Hall, one of the finest all- 
round swimmers developed in the 
United States, is entered in six 
events in the Olympic trials which 
start tomorrow and end Sunday 
at Portage Park, HI Hb birthday 
is AUg. 7. 

He is favored to win his spe- 
cialties — the 200-and-SOO-meter 
individual medleys— and qualify 
in either the 100 or 200 butterfly, 
200 backstroke or 400-meter free- 
style. 

“I probably won't swim in more 
than four events,” said the In- 
diana University star from nearby 
Garden Grove. Calif. “Which 
four will depend on how well I 
do in the 200 fly on the first 
day” 

Hall finished second in the 400 
individual medley In the 1968 
Olympics and now holds the 
world record of 4 minutes 31 sec- 
onds in that event. He has held 
nine world records In four events. 
He also is thought certain to 
make the 800-meter relay team at 
Munich. 

To prepare himself. Hall has 
been swimming up to 14,000 
meters (about nine milesl daily 
since mid-May under the tutelage 
of his former high school coacn. 
Flip Darr. Dorr coaches the 
Huntington Beach Aquatic Club, 
which Hall wGl represent In the 
trials. 

“In the last two weeks. I have 
tapered off to 6,000 metes a 
day.” Hall said in an Interview 
after a morning workout. ‘‘I 
don't want to be too fine. The 
trials will be just as tough as 
the Olympics. Mast of the world's 
best swimmers are Americans.” 

Hall thinks Steve Furniss of 
Southern California and Rick 
Colella of Washington will pro- 
vide strong competition both in 
the trials and the Olympics. 

Next to the medleys. Hall per- 
haps will be happier to triumph 
in the backstroke, in which 
Roland Matthes of East Germany 
has been unbeaten in 5 2/2 years.

"As an all-round swimmer, 
Gary may be the finest in the 
world,'' D.iland said recently.

The Time for Decisions 
On Ahvenanmaa Islands 

By Jan Sjoby 


TITAARIANHAMINA, Finland (3HT). — The archipelago of 
HA Ahvenanmaa (or Aalandi , made of 6,544 islands, islets, 


skerries and rocks, is a more or less autonomous province 
within the Finnish republic. Its capital and only city Is 
Maarianhamina, population 8,000. 

The islands are, by international agreement, a demilitarized 
zone and Ahvenanmaa men are exempt from Finnish military 
service. The province has its own flag, blue, red and yellow 
and the Finnish national colors, blue on white, are rare over 
the white frame houses that make up most of Maarianhamina. 

The islands are beautiful. The surrounding waters, the 
Baltic in the south, the Bot hnia n in the North and the Sea of 
Ahvenanmaa in the west, are about the cleanest and clearest 
in this end of the world. The fishing is good and so are the 
landed fish, mainly herring and salmon. 

The islanders number about 21,000. Another 600 are badly 
needed. Unemployment is virtually unheard of and the 
Ahvenanmaa labor board is trying to recruit Swedish labor. 

The meat prices are ridiculously low by Scandinavian 
standards. That seems to be the problem in this latter-day 
Arcadia. 

In the past 10 or IS years, Maarianhamina has been the 
target for hundreds of thousands of Swedish housewives rush- 
ing off the 20-odd daily ferries connecting the island paradise 
with the Swedish mainland. They head straight for the butcher 
shops. 

They are followed, sometimes, by stumbling and staggering 
husbands who have taken more than advantage of the tax- 
free liquor offered aboard. Sometimes they made St to the 
Alko — the government-run liquor store. If they do, chances 
are they don't make it back. 

Last year. 800,000 Swedish tourists landed in the ferry 
harbor, most of them on one-day raids of the butcher shops. 
This year the figure is expected, to reach the million mark. 

The Swedish invasion has made a heavy impact on 
Ahvenanmaa, traditionally a land of farmers, fishermen and 
deep-sea sailors. The islanders have to import beef from main- 
land Finland to meet the Swedish demand. Ahvenanmaa 
housewives have to line for hours at the meat counters, elbow- 
ins .with all those Swedes. 

The tourist boom, naturally, has brought some good: Ready

money, a mushrooming need, for e m ployees in the service 
trades and booming business. Lots of people are happy but 
some, those of a more conservative strain, wonder if it isn’t 
time by now to stem the flood. The social and ethnic structure 
of the insular habitat is changing from pastoral-pelagic to a 
futuristic service society. 

-We don’t really want to become another Majorca,*’ said 
one man. “I think it is time to stop and think and figure out 
just how we want our islands in the future." 

The islanders, most likely, have to thmlr fast. The Ger- 
mans, reportedly, are about to launch an Invasion of tourists.

Biblical Scholars in Dispute Over Gospel of St. Mark 

By Peter Grose 


’JERUSALEM', Aug. 1.— A leading 
« biblical scholar has sharply 
disputed a colleague’s claim to 
have discovered a section of the 
Gospel of St. Mark among the 
miscellaneous fragments of the 
Dead Sea Scrolls. 


The Rev. Pierre Benoit, director 
of the prestigious Ecole Bibllque 
et Arcbeologique Frangaise in 
Jerusalem, offers no alternative 
hypothesis about what the frag- 
ments In question might be— but 
he sees no way in which they 
can be read as St. Mark. 


The claim by the Rev. Jose 
O’Callaghan, published in Rome 
last March, stirred excitement, 
and some consternation, among 
biblical scholars, for it seemed to 
advance the presumed date of SL 


Mark’s Gospel by two decades 
and, if confirmed, would have 
forced a drastic revision of the 
history of the early Christian 
church. 

It would also have been the 
first clearly established line be- 
tween the early Christians and 
the obscure Jewish sect of Qum- 
ran, which flourished at the time 
of Jesus and held to many theo- 
logical concepts similar to those 
of early Christianity. 

Scrolls and manuscripts, some 
well-preserved, others already 
fractured into little scraps, were 
unearthed from caves near Qum- 
ran, on the shores of the Dead 
Sea south of Jericho, in the late 
1940$ and through the 50 b. They 
are believed to be the remains 
of the library of the monastic 
Qumran community, which died 
out shortly after AD 70. 


Many of the scrolls are identi- 
fiable texts of Old Testament 
books, others are totally unknown 
or only vaguely familiar manu- 
scripts from New Testament 
times. 


Father O'Callaghan* proposed 
interpretation, published in BI- 
blica. journal of the Pontifical 
Institute in Rome, was one of 
the most radical scholarly hypo- 
theses put forward about the dis- 
coveries. 


But the Spanish scholar had 
studied only a photocopy of the 
three TiwMnKftert fragments, just 
a few barely discernible wards 
an before he published his 
paper. 

In a response prepared for 
publication tfoig month in the 
journal. Revue BibUque, Father 
Benoit describes how he went im- 


mediately to the Rockefeller Mu- 
seum in Jerusalem, wheqe the 
original scroll fragments axje held, 
as soon as he read Father O’Cal- 
lagtaan* thwgfo , 

The writing on the scraps of 
papyrus is indistinct, 'Father 
Benoit said in an interview, but 
even by stretching his hpaglna- 
tion he was unable to mfeke the 
marks that do show' up Coincide 
with the Greek letters necessary 
to prove Father O’CaHaghan* 
suggestion. 

Father Benoit went further to 
caution that even it the rendering 
as a part of St. Maxfe'k Gospel 
could be established, tliere was 
no way to date the fragment 
precisely, and.lt could have been 
written as late as AD> 150, by 
which time there wonip be no 
surprise at finding tb® Gospel 
circulating.
